Documents 1-4 describe that polyglutamic acid is effective to avoid tartar and polyglutamic 
acid is blended in toothpastes, dental compounds such as mouthwash or chewing gums. 

Although there is no description that polyglutamic acid is added as salivation promoter in 
any of the document 1-4, it is obvious for the ingredient contained in the compounds described in 
both inventions, included in the subject matters of claims 1-3 of the present application and in 
. documents 1-4, to bear a common effect regardless of its subjective objective as long as components 
of dental constituents or food constituents are identical. 

Therefore, the invention described in the subject matters of claims 1-3 of the present 
application do not appear to be novel or involve an inventive step as to the documents 1-4.
